England. 

LONDON, March 10.—Wm. E. Forster, Lib- 
eral leader, has issued an address tothe elec- 
ters of Bradford. He denies that the political 
opponents of Beaconsfield seek to disinte- 
grate the United Kingdom, and intimates that 
the charge is madein the hope of diverting 
attention from the mischievous foreign and 
Indian poliey of the government. Shaw, Home 
Ruler,in an address to his Cork constituency, 
characterizes the letter of Beaconsfield as an 
electioreering manifesto, placing false issues 
before the peopl and tending to excite the 
worst passions oftbeignorant. He attributes 
the famine to the government’s culpable 
ignorance and neglect. He calls on the Irish 
people north and south to answer the insult- 
ing missive of the Prime Minister by return- 
ing an overwhelming majority pledged to the 
settlement of the great vital national land 
question, pledged to give ampler facilities for 
the creation of a peasant proprietary wherev- 
er] possible, to restore, define and legalize 
tenant right in Ulster and extendit to the 
whole of Ireland. 

LONDON, March 10.—The projected Cuban 
loan of £16,000,000 encounters difficulties, as 
the foreign financiers ask for an imperial guar- 
antee of the interest as well as capital. 


Italy. 

ROME, March 10.—The Italian political 
world, noless than the religious and social, 
is profoundly stirred by the subject of divorce. 
Signor Morelli’s bill, which seeks to makeita 
law, has been taken into consideration. The 
Ministry is frvorable tothe measure, but pro- 
poses to introduce modifications. It was 
finally referred to a committee. 

This is the beginning of a movefhent which 
will transform the whole system of Italian 
life. The newspapers are, for the greater 
part, opposed to it. The Lega deprecates the 
concessions made to the civil law by the Pope 
in his Eneyclical on the subject. It bids him 
be careful lest, as Pio Nono, by his stubborn 
resistance, lost the temporal dominion 
of Rome, so he, by his _ pliability, 
may lose the spiritual dominion of the Catho- 
lic Church. One commanded the respect that 
men feel fora bold and virile foe; the other, 


who ascends the throne of the ages to make 


himself the gendarme of Kings, is liable to in- 
spire, not hatred, but contempt. On the 
other hand, the Pungolo of Naples holds a di- 
vorce to be an essentially moral expedient. If 
man were perfect, indissolubility would be 
the ideal. Man being imperfect, the legislator 
can no longer close his eyes. The Osserva- 
tore Romano maintains that the tendency tod 
divorce is a sign of advanced corruption, and 
the true remedy is the restoration of the 
Christian marriage and re-establishment of 
the family on the basis of Christianlaw. In 


-short, the battle is being on all sides waged 


with energy and warmth. It isthe moral and 
intellectual polemic of the hour, and the 
voice of religion has already made itself 
heard.

Panis, March 16.—The Republican Deputies 
to-day discussed the expedieacy of interpel- 
lating the government tou hing the rejection 
by the Senate of clause 7 of the education 
bill. The Republique Francaise declares that 
the antagonism between the Senate and 
the Chamber of Deputies has re- 
commenced, and that the Senate 
must be saved in spite of itselffrom the con- 
sequences of its action.

THE IRISH FAMINE. 


Destitution in Tipperary and the West 
Coast Country. 
(James Redpath’s Cor. New York Tribune. ] 


Tipperary is famous asthe fighting county 
of Iretand. Anybody who 1s ‘‘dving for a 
fight’’ con be accommodated in Tipperary. It 
is a fertile county. It is not 1n the famine dis- 
trict. Yet even there a condition of affairs 
exists that must touch every generous heart. 
The Dean of Cashel has addressed me a let- 
ter that tells the same sad story of life among 
the Jowly in Ireland that has so often moved 
the hearts of the civilized word. Like nine 
out of« very ten of the cultivated priests whom 
I baye met, the Dean does not hesitate to at- 
tribute the impoverished condition of the peo- 
pie to the disgraceful system of land tenure 
that prevails in Ireland—a system that would 
make a desert in ten years of Lowa or Iilinois. 
Dean Quirke says: 

DEAR SIR: * * * “7 proceed to give you 
a piain statement regarding the state of things 
in Cashel and its vicinity. I don't say there 
is actual starvation, but there 1s among all 
classes, shopkeepers, traders, farmers, la- 
borers and tradesmen, a vast deal of distress. 
Of all, I think the farmer class, with afew 
exceptions, the most distcPssed aad hopeless. 
The principal causes of this distress are, first, 
bad land laws, insecurity of tenure, rack- 
rents: second, three successive wet and ua- 
productive harvests, coupled with an almost 
totai failure of the potato crop last year. Be- 
fore the year 1877 the crops were productive 
aud prices ranged high. The tenants were 
uble to pay rents, however exorbitant; and if 
there was any difficulty about the rent it was 
easily got in one of the many branches of the 
neighboring banks, when it was thea sure of 
being paid. Credit was also fregly given to 
the farmers by shopkeepers and mealmen. 
When the bad seasons came the debtors had 
not wherewith to pay their debts and 
current expenses, and bence the frequent 
auctions of farms and of stock, andthe yreat 
breakdown especially of tne small farmer 
class, and after them the depression of shop- 
keepers, tradesmen and laborers. The farm- 
ers here and through the wote country, seeing 
they had no means of paying their rents and 
their debts, held public meetings, generally 
attended by the clergy, at which they showed 
the impossibility of paying the amount of 
rent paid in prosperous years. I presided at 
one of these meetings, Where not one disre- 
spectiul word was said of any landlord, buta 
temperate address from the clergyand farm- 
ers was adopted, and acopy sent to each land- 
lord, requesting a substantial abatement for 
the present year of distress, on account of the 
failure of the creps and the low prices of farm 
produce. Only some six or seven paid any 
attention to this reasonable appeal, while the 
bulk of the landlords treated tac whole pro- 
ceeding as *“Communism.’ In some cases 


the landlord can badiy afford a reduccion in. 


the rent, and therefore insists ona rent that 
is now 1mpossibie; but there are cases enough 
where they are quite able, and yet refuse to 


abate a shilling offarent that even in good 
times tight be called a rack-rent. Some 


eighteen years ago a very popular man, a for- 
eiguer who made a fortune in Lreland, a Cath- 
olic, too, having previously pur- 
chased a neighboring property, bid in the 
Encumbered Estates Court for a property 
around Cashel; the annual rental then and for 
years previously was £004. Immediately that 
he became the purchaser he raised the rent— 
by means of the ‘notice to / quit,’ and by 
that insane competition for Jand that is the 
ruin of the country—90 per cent.. His succes- 
sor, arich and hitherto a rather popular lady, 
refused to give a shilling of abatement this 
wretched year. though al! her tenants hold at 
avery high rent—some at £5.10 an acre. I 
know an fnstance where a landlord paid a few 
pounds for an acre of meadowing that he 
bougat from atenant.. This payment left one 
bare year’s rent due. Hie served the tenant 
with noticeto quit for the yéar’s rent and 
teok outan ejectwent. which he could not 
bave got had he not paid for the hay. I know 
that most of our tenant farmers made scarce- 
ly a half year’s rent last year off their farms. 
I do not say there is actual starvation here, 
though Cases are reported to me that come 
very nearit. I know of persons who, though 
thev have not diedof hunger, certainly had 
their lives shortened by want: and L. assert 
most confidently that had nota Loan Fund 
C.mmittee inthis town been ableto geta 
good sum spared from their profits in Cashel, 
several must have died from starvation. At 
Christmas they were able to give tbe poor and 
unemployed a reascnable dole, and for the 
past three weeks 150 men :e emploved by 
them at Is. 6d. a day.’’ 
SUFFERING IN SLIGO. 

In county Sligo there is great destitution. I 
have already quoted from letters by eye wit- 
nesses of the distress there. The Rey. Canon 
Staunton, in behalf of the Relief Committee 
of Tubbercurry, have sentalucid but most 
sorrowful account of affairs in that parish. It 
needs no comment: 

‘*-This committee commenced its labors on 
Christmas eve, and on that day from local re- 
sources relieved 4()) persons, who had not a 
morsel to eatgorthe means to procure it. 
Since then distress has deepened and spread 
with a rapidity that surprises and alarms us. 
Families whom a few weeks ago we thought 
comparatively comfortable are now actually 
feeling the pangs of hunger, and cannot by 
earthly effort procure evem one indifferent 
mealintheday. Within the first fortnight, 
with the moneys received from the Most Rev. 
Dr. MacCormack, ourrevered Bishop, the 
Mansion House, the Land League 
and private charity, we distrib- 
uted about eight tons of meal 
(groceries are a luxury not to bedreamed of), 
but the number of applicants was so great 
that we were obliged to dole it out in small 
quantities of two stone, even where the fami- 
ly was large, and still we had hundreds of 
persons who crowded about us day after day 
clamoring for relief, and to whom we could 
not, from any source, supply a single stone of 
meal. Some of them tell us that they are 
whole days without tasting food, and their 
looks and general appearance leave little room 
to doubt the truth of their assertion. The 
population of this parioh is over tive thou- 
dand, and the bulk of them is squatted at the 
foot of the Ox Mountains, which extend for 
eight mules alongit. The neavy rains of the 
summer and the autumn rushing down the 
mountain side have flooded and famished and 
destroyed both their crops and cattle, and left 
them utterly destitute. Hence, you will not 
be surprised to learn that we have about six 
bundred families which represent over three 
thousand persons on our relief list, and many 


of these have caten the last pound of 
food that cash or credit could bring 
them, and, if public works be not 


opened, have no hype of living on through 
ithe terrible time tbat is before them until 
next harvest, eXcept through the Relief Com- 
mittee. There are about’ a hundred other 
families Whd are fast devouring the small 
stock of potatoes that was reserved for seed, 
and who also will be dependent on charity for 
food for the next five months, and to® large 
extent also for sgedtoplanttheir land. The 
demand for food isso pressing, and the dan- 
ger of sturvation so imminent, that although 
the children are obliged for want of clothes to 
absent themselves from school, we cannotaf- 
ford for the present to make an effort tosup- 
ply clothing. We bave no resident landlords 
within the limits of the parish; we bave no 
publicemployment of any kind. The landlords 
in some Cases got their rentson the faith of 
ficding @mployment for their tenants, and yet 
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in a drawing-room. 


‘hieve it, but itis true, and if you have never 
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have shamelessly violated their promise aud 

treated with cdlious indifference the sufferi 

of their tenants. We appealed to every land: 
lord who has. property in the parishfor aid, 

and only in one instagce has a subscription or 
a reply been received. * * * It willrequire 
£100 every week for the next few months to 
supply the destitute. poor of this parish with 
wholesome food, and in quantities sufficient 
to enable them to endure the wear and tear 
and unceasing toil that the werk of spring en- 
tails on the poor Irish tenant. Without 
wholesome food, and plenty of it, he can not 
hope to labor his land, sow his seed and live 
toreap the fruit. Asan inevitable result he 
must succumb; it may be slowly, but surely.” 


TRAINING FOR A GIANT. 


The Texas Boy Who Expects to be the 
Great Man of the Future. 
[From the New York Sun. | 


Jack Shields isa Texas boy, eighteen years 
old and seven feet tall, who is in training to be 
the giant of the future. Some time ago he 
ran away with a circus that exhibited near his 
father’s home at White Rock, Hunt county, 
Texas, but as he was employed only with the 
canvas mento drive pegs and pull stakes, he 
soon recovered fromthe show fever, and re- 
turned to work On his father’sfarm, A few 
weeks ago G. B. Bunnell, in scouring for curi- 
osities for his several museums, sent for Jack 
Shields, offering hima salary which sgemed 
large to a Texas farm boy. Several weeks ago 
Shields, wearing a long ulster and carrying a 
valise, entered Bunnell’s museum in Brook- 
lyn, ready to begin life asa curiosity. He 
looked about with all the curiosity of.a rural 
visitor at the other curiosities, and awkwardly 
took his place upon a pedestal. where he is to 
stand and show his height. 

‘Father said I wouldn’t stay ‘way from 
home more’n three weeks, ’’ said the boy; but 
he has been on exhibition longer than that, 
and has poet Fr life as a curiosity. 

‘‘We aretraming him to be a giant,’’ said 
Agent Starr of the museum, “and we think 
that he will grow to be the tallest man inthe 
business. He needs watching. Having been 
accustomed all of his life to lower himself to 
talk to bis companivuns, and to allow his arms 
10 hang loosely vy his side, and to spread out 
his legs, he 1s vet rather raw and awkward 
for the giant business; but now he has got to 
hold his bead upand keep his feet together 
and throw his shoulders back, to keep himself 
in shape, to take flesh, and get more height.’’ 

Shields islean but not angular, with such 
long legs that he seems like a boy on stilts.

Corco- 
ran, Whose noble manhood isinthe sere and 
vellow leaf, conceived the idea of endowing a 
school of art by building an immense addition 
to the art ‘gallerv. Admiral Lee, a very 
rich man—son-in-law of the late Frank 
Blair, Sr.—owns the lot in the 
rear of the building uvon which it was 
proposed to erect the annex. Mr. Corcoran 
soughtto buy the lot. Leesaid the lot was 
not forsale, although itis not available for 
aby purpose and is notin use, being shut up 
by atall boardfence. Mr. Corcoran offered a 
jJarge pricefor it. Lee said it wasa bad time 
to sell property. Mr. Corcoran developed his 
idea, and showed the grand work he wanted 
to do, not forto-day, but for all time—to 
the great benelit and glory of the cipital of the 
country. Lee still refusing tosell, Mr. Cor- 
coran, as alast appeal, said - he would allow 
Lee to select his own mento appraise the 
yround. He would take their appraisement and 
xd 25 per cent to it if Lee would consent, but 
Lee still insisted thatit was nota good time 
to sell. Thus Washington, by the meanness 
of one man, who wears his country’s uniform, 
is to be deprived of a great benefaction offered 
by this good man, whois fast going to that 
beautiful river where avarice and seltishness 
are unknown. Uf gourse Admiral Lee has a 
perfect right to do as he pleases with his own 
property, but the people of Washington think 
they have also a right to characterize him as a 
despicable creature who by accident owns a 
piece of property which stands in the 
way of a great public benefaction.

The Network or London Railways.

It will rather startle the metropolitan read- 
er wLo thinks of the various railways in and 
under and around London as the simplest and 
most ordinary means of locomotion to be told 
that the raise used by the companies within 
arsdius of six miles of Charing Cross would 
formasingle line from London to John 
©’Groat’s house, a distance of 750 miles. This 
estimate @oes not includethe rails in bays 
and sidings,but it includes all double,trebie or 
quadruple tracks. Leaving all duplicate lines 
aside the incredible number of 260 miles of 
railway is in daily operation within the me- 
tropolitan district. From Hendon and the 
Alexandra Palace on the north to Penge and 
Streatham on the south, from Forest Gate 
and Woolwich on the east to Acton and Wil- 


leedlen on the west. thirteen different compa- | 


nies hold sway, not including the East London 
whose line is worked by another company. 
There are also six short lines varying from 
four and three-quarter miles to one mile in 
length. owned and worked by the companies

Then comes the London and Southwest- 
ern With twenty-seven; the London, Chatham 
and Dover and Northwestern follow with 
twenty-four each. Sofaras using the lines 


‘is concerned, the London and Northwestern 


run over more than one-fourth of the whole 
metropolitan system. ‘The trains of this great 
company use the lines of ftive other companies, 
practically adding forty-four miles t» their 
own system. The Great Northern has run- 
ning powers over the lines of six com- 
panies, embracing thirty-six miles. The mix- 
ed nature of the metropolitan system is appa- 
rent in the factthat over the Lond@6n, Chatham 
and Dover Railway five companies run their 
trains. The Metropolitan company’s lines are 
open to four companies. The Southeastern 
alone uses no other lines, though it has run- 
ning powers over the East London. If we add 
to this astonishing system of locomotion the 
seventy miles of tramways now open, the 
omnibuses which ceaselessly traverse the 
metropolis from one end to the other, the 
thousands of cabs, the passenger steamers 
which ply on the river, the magnitude of the 
means daily employed by the people of Lon- 
don in getting from one part of the *‘New 
Babylon’’ to another will strike the ovservant 
mind. With all this vast traffic the injuries 
to life and limb, save im the cases of street 
accidents, are comparatively few. With 
trains flying above ground and under ground, 
over complicated points and through crowded 
junctions, collisions seldom occur and seldom 
result in loss of life.

1 
i she owes muchof thisto a certain 
Lonhomie of manner. She has a grandmother- 
ly way of smiling on everybody, which capti-

amazingly for any Queen and especially 
for a Queen of Spain. She takes part in 
public fetes of charity where money is taken 
at the doors, and the other day I saw her, of 
all places in the world, at a little fourth-rate 
theater inthe Rue Taitbout. I had gone 
there to ses a troupe of Spanish dancers, the 
real article from the peninsula, no Parisian 
imitation, and the Queen, as it chanced, had 
come to patronize them on the same evening. 
They had hastily extemporized a royal box by 
tricking out the front of the balustrade with 3 
scrap of fringed velvet not much deeper than 
a Scotchman’s kilt. Isabella was attended by 
the Marquis de la Puente, who looks after her 
pslace in the Avenue du Ro: de Rome,and by 
the Marchioness.

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WASHINGTON’S RELICS. , 


The Suit Over the Money Paid for Them 
by the State of New York. 


{From the New York Sun. | 


Mrs. Ella B. Washington, a distant relative 
of George Washington, in 1875 sold numerous 
relics of the first President to the State of New 
York for $20,000. For several years she has 
had a suit pending in the Kings County Su- 

reme Court against Walter 8. Church, of Al- 

yany, for $9,394, the remainder due her of the 
money paidfor the relics to Mr. Church, as 
her agent. : 

Mrs. Washington is a Virginian, who for 
several years was a contributor to the press of 
this city. In an affidavit in the suit, which 
was undertaken for her by Gen. Roger A. 
Prior, she says that she went to Albany in 
1871 tonegotiate for the saleof the relics of 
George Washington tothe State,and that Wal- 
ter S. Church, whoisin the real estate busi- 
ness there, offered his services in securing the 
passage of an act to authorize the purchase. 
The motive he avowed for making the proffer 
of bis services, Mrs. Washington says, was a 
sympathy with the Southern people in their 
affiicLions consequent upon the war, especi- 
ally in their poverty and _ »privation, 
and a desire to serve her because 
she was related to George Washington. He 
asked to serve her as though it were a privi- 
lege and honor, and seemed not to contem- 
plate compensation. Sheexpressed her grati- 
tude to him both orally and in writing, and 
acknowledged, even in the papers in the suit, 
his valuable services. _But she had also been 
assisted by many others, none of whom asked 
compensation, and she expected no different 
conauct from Mr. Church. She alleges that 
Mr. Church collected the $20,000 paid for the 
relics, deposited it in the bank to his credit, 
and used itindiscriminately for personal ex- 
penditure and speculation, giving her but 
stated sums, leaving at length unpaid $9,394, 
She claims that she g atly needed this money. 

Mr, Church, in bis first’ answer, admitted 
an indebtedness of $1,251 42, but claimed 
that his disbursements covered the remainder 
of the amount claimed. Before proceedings 
could be taken to compel the payment of the 
sum thus admitted as due Mrs. Washington, 
Mr. Church served an amended answer inh- 
¢ereasing the amount of his alleged disburse- 
ments, s0 thatin the aggregate they equaled 
the amount claimed. 

The suit was tried before ex-Congressman 
Veeder, as referee,in Brooklyn. Hefrecently 
filed his report, in which he found that on 
April 18, 1873, Mr. Church. as agent of Mrs. 
Washington, received from the Comptroller of 
the State $20,000, which he deposited to hisown 
credit for Mrs Washington’s direction; that 
from time to time before Mayl, 1876, Mr. 
Church expended, by Mrs. Washington’s direc- 
tion, $15,511 55; that on May 1, 1870, there 
remained in Mr. Church’s hands 4,488 45. 
Prior to that time the refefree finds that valu- 
able services were rendered to Mrs. Washing- 
ton, and that Mr. Church incurred pecuniary 
livbility in her behalf; that it was not agreed 
‘or underst@od that the services were to be 
rendered without compensation, and that Mr. 
Church’s services were worth $2,500. Mrs. 
Washington is, therefore, entitled, says Mr. 
Veeder, to $J,488 45, with interest from May 
1. 1876, less $2,500 for Mr. Church’s services. 
with interest from the same date. Mr. Church, 
afew days ago, filed exceptions to the 
referee’s findings, and the case will soon 
come up for argument before the Supreme 
Court.

The fact is,that 
‘tall Rome,” as the saying goes, has been pro- 
testing against these works. They say the 
choir bas been big enough for the monks ever 
since the church existed, and that any al- 
teration will disturb the harmony ofthe en- 
tire edifice; moreover. that there will bea 
vreatrisk of destroying this most precious 
mosaic altogether. Another difticult question 
to decide is that of the Swiss Guards. The 
present Pontiff has decided on abolishing that 
corps as Well as the Carabiniere, and to forma 
fre- corps under the tithe of the Papal 
Guards, but be has encountered the greatest 
opposition; the Swiss especially rebel, and in- 
sist on being maintained at their post.

FROM GAY TO GRAVE. 


The Hon. 8S. S. Cox’s Early Religious 
Experiences, Related by Himself. 
: [Frem the Independent. | 

The Culbertsons, Hoges, Zanes, Melatires, 
Youngs, et alii, who, before this century be- 
gan, blazed their way over the hills of Qhio, 
while with rifle and compass they made their 
roads through the State—by Federal grants of 
jand and propagandist energy—were not 
merely Presbyterien and Methodist hou-ehold 
words, but household companions of my 
grandparents and parents. —. 

Father David Young, who married the 
widow of John McIntire, one of. the founders 
of Zanesville, wastome a being of another 
world, and of antique mould and manner. 
His Druid-lie beard and aspect, his quaint 
ways and cape manners, and his natural 
bumor and lence made him seem the ideal 
of a presiding pioneer elder. In my boyhood, 
however, he preached but seldom, taking 
turns, in the absence of the stated minis? 
ter, with an uncle, Samuel! J. Cox, 1n the old 
frame church at the intersection of Second 
and Main streets. There was not a little 
poignancy inmv heart when I saw the old 
church where I bad so often vor or, 
rather, attended, razed to the ground. Was 
it not there 1 attended my first Sunday school? 
There it was thatI learued my Bible verses 
and received my red and blue tickets for pro- 
ficiency. There it was that I accomplished 


the memorable task of reciting all of St. Paul - 


tothe Romans, under the gentle guidance of 
the Rev. William P. Strickland, then a clerk 
in my uncle’s post-office, and since a shining 
light and_.ready writer in the church. 

It was there that I used to hear Joseph 
Trimble, when he brought his first fruits of 
oratory to the altar. It was there in that old 
southwest corner—where the ‘*Amens’’ were 
most propounced—that I realized, in my 
childish fashion, that I was unregenerate and 
sinful. It was trom thence that | went to my 
bome convicted, and entefed the closet to cast 
off my little burden of sins and woes with an 
infantile orison; alas! only to be discovered 
by a too vigilant mother—who had all too fre- 
quently missed her plum preserves and lump 
sugar—to be sent to bed with allmy imper- 
fections on ny head unaniealed, sore, and 
not a little reveogeful.

THE GREAT COMET OF ’43. 
Pierce’s Description ofthe Visitant Now 
Supposed to Have Keturned. 
[From the boston Advertiser, March 4.] 

The following extract trom VDrof. Pierce’s 
lecture oncomets and meteors ,contains a de- 
scription of the wonderful comet of 1843, of 
which Gould’s cometis supposed to bea re- 
appearance: | 


*‘About noon on the 2sth of February, 1843, 


groups of people in many of the towns of New 
kugland, especialiy in Portland, Me., collect- 
ed atthe corner of the streets, gazing up 
towards the sun. Protecting theireyes inthe 
shadows of the houses, they saw a brilliant 
objectolose tothe stun. Such ,a marvelous 
spectacle had never before been seen. A 
thouchiful sea captain, Mr. Clarke, brought 
out his sextant, and repeatedly measured the 
distance of the strange object from the limb of 
the sun. These unique observations are on 
record, and, submitted to rigid criticism, at- 
test the accuracy of the observer. In 
about a week from this time a wone 
derfully brilliant tail of acomet was seen 
skirting the ‘horizon soon ufwr sunset, and 
reaching more than one-thir@ of the way 
round the sky. It was now a tail without a 
head, as it was at first head without tail: but 
they were members of the same comet. The 
best determination of its path was accomplish- 
ed by the distinguished astronomer, Sears O, 
Walker. Atits perihelion it passed nearer 
the sun than any known comet, with the sin- 
gle exception of that of 1680, computed by Sir 
lsaac Newton, and in the discussions of which 
in the Principia he broached the first approxi- 
mation to the true theory of the cometary tail. 
‘These two comets approached so close to the 
sun that it would seem quite possibie that 
they touched its surface, or. at least, swept in 
neurer than the solar corona. It would not 
have been an absurd hypothesis that they were 
ejected from the sun at the time of penetra- 
tion, had it not @een for the fact that the 
comet of 1680 wa. seen on its way down 
to the sun, and for the remarkable phenome- 
bon which we are about to describe concern. 
ing the comet of 1845. It may be claimed as 
& not impossible hypothesis that each of these 
comets was at some former time ghe product 
of a solar eruption in accordance Sith Buffon’s 
theory of the origin of comets. It would only 
involve a force which would double the great- 
est velocity given tothe svlar tieid of hydro- 
xen. But a juster interpretation of. th: phe- 
nomenon, and one which avoids the necessity 
of an extravagant volcanic action, is to fe 
found in the relation between the comets and 
the meteors. It issimply the splash of the 
falling meteors. In about an hour anda haif 
the comet of 1843, like that of ISOU, Went round 
the sun from one side to the other. What 
wouid bave become of the tail, which was 
reaching out about 100,000,000 of miles from 
the sun to the earth’s orbit? There have been 
those who have actually adopted the incredi- 
ble, may say the impossible, hypothe- 
sis Unat the tall rotated through this immense 
circuit, developing a centritugal force which 
alithe powers united of the universe could 
not have sustained. No! The comet practi- 
cally leit its tail behind it, and began to grow 
& new tail as it receded from the sun. There 
Were thus two tiiis nearly side by side. The 
new tail was distinguished because it com- 
menced at the head of the comet, whereas the

bave got printed voluminous cireulars and 
blanks. One of the blanks is a contract with 
agents, for whom they profess to be always in 
search. Only wealthy and unsuspecting 
farmers are pieked out for Victims. This 
blank contraet is of peculiar construction. 
The upper half is doubled down over ihe 
lower half, and, by the use of a littie paste, a 
printed tfermula of a judgment-note on 
the lower half is completely covered up by 
an agent’s contract on the upper half. The 
unsuspecting farmer is induced to sign what 
be supposes to be the contract, but when the 
upper piece is soaked or torn off, it appears 
that he has actually signed the judgment note. 
The amount of this note is filled in at will by 
theswindlers. By having a banker or broker 
whose integrity is not subject to any «ualms 
of conscience in eo-operation with them, 
these judgment notes are readily converti le 
into cash. Jones is about forty vears of aye, 
very corpulent, and conspicuous fora red 
chin beard. He is pretty well known inal!

FOULARDS AND PONGEES. 


Fast Taking the Place of the Thin Sum- 


mer Silks. 


{From Harper's Bazar. | 
Foulard and pongee dresges are fast tukinz 
the place of the thin summer silks formeriy 
used in striped and barred patterns. The 
satin-finished foulards in illuminated desizns, 
twilled foulards of light quality with pule- 
tinted grounds covered with gay flowers, lur- 
kish and Persian patterns with cashmere |or- 
ders, handkerchief patterns, and those with 
olka dots are all seen among the imported 
‘rench dresses. Lcru-grounds are most seen 
in the India pongees, and some of these are 
combined with Oriental figured pongess; or 


else with borders that have polka dots 
of claret or blue velvet. The 
trimming for foulard dresses 


are dark rich satins—red, blue or purp!e—in 
fine vleatings or in masses of shirriny, an! 
yards upon yards of white lace, either Breton 
or tbe heavier pvint Languedoc; in many 
cases thjs lace is gatbered over rich satio 
pleatings used for il.uminating the fide tints 
of the foulard. Polka dots made of cashier: 
colors are on ecru foulards, and the cashmere 
border is then used to edge the box-pleatel 
skirt, the paniers or curtain drapery, and 
finish the pleated waist or the Directoire coat. 
For simple foulard dresses are dark navy and 
peacock blue grounds, or else purple-violet 
shades thickly dotted with white. gray or yolil 
dots the size of a pea, while for trimming is 
border made of larger dots. ‘These are 
charmmgly inade up with the 
new skirted “polonaises that have: the 
skirt sewed on at the waist line (» 
in skirted coats) in all the parts excépt the 
two middle back breadths: Pend remaia. i 
tact their full length, are very slightly draped 
and are trimmed up their side seams by a Lor 
der.

TRIED FOR BURGLARY. 


The Evidence Submitted in the Case 
Against Jamcs O’ Heron. 


This morning in the Criminal Court the 


~case of James O’ Heron, indicted for burglary 


in the first degree and criminal fanfiliarity 
upon the person of Mrs. McClosky, 
was taken up for trial. The 


prisoner, whois not an ill-looking young 
man, was present and aepeared to be very 
indifferent to the testimony which was sub- 
mitted is proof of the indictment.

The first witness for the State was John 
McClosky. His testimony was as follows;

On 
that night I went to bed as usual on the pal- 
let close to my wife’s bed. During the night 
I was awakened by my wife’s screams. She 
was calling on meto getup, asthere was a 
man in the house, The witness then described 
the scene on slighting the lamp which pre- 
sented itself to him. ‘The. door 
was found broken open, and the 
prisoner, James O’Heron, was in the 
room andin the bed occupied py his wife. 
©’ Heron swore at witness and told him that 
he (O’Heron) would kill Witness. O’Heron 
actually kicked witness, but was finally held 
by witness and wife until an officer was called 
who took the prisoner intocustody. The wife 
of the above witness was placed on the stand 


and gave her testimony, in substance the same 


asthat given by her husband, except that 
she testified to a criminal conversation 
with the prisoner on the night of the robbery 
under the misapprehension that the prisoner 
was herhusband. After concluding the direct 
examination the Court took a recess until 2 
o’clock, when the witness was subjected to a 
severe cross-examination.

“The combination system,” said he, ‘‘is 
playing havoc with the dramatic art. In fact, 
therd is no art any longer. The manager of a 
theateris simply a janitor—nothing more or 
less.’? |

THE COMBINATION SYSTEM. 

‘(How long do you think the combination 
system will last?’’ : 

‘‘Well, it wili last during our generation. 

The days of stock companies are numbered. 

New Yorkis now the only city where the 

managers engagethem, and even there they 


are deereasing. Mr. Abbey has found thata 
stock company is a heavy load 
to carfy and will unload after 
this season. In Philadelphia,

‘¢There is no longer any school of art. The 
actor loses hope and ambition tegether, for 
even the making of reputation is now aimost 
a matter of impossibility, for he never re- 
mains long enough anywhere to become 
known, and even if he did he is only one in 
the train of some star who gets all the good of 
whatever popular applause there may be. 
Only in rare cases does the public derive a 
benetit, and that is when a company of even 
excellence may appear, which, nowever, rare- 
ly happens. ’? 

‘« Are the public in any way to blame?’”? 

| THE PUBLIC TASTE VITIATED. 

‘““Well,the public taste in theatrical matters 
has become vitiated and degenerate. It is no 
longer What it was. The character of the au- 
diences has also changed. They no longer 
want art. They want trash. Why, they 
want the class of pieces that 1s being played 
now at the Grand Opera- house. 
When you can see people paying and going to 
see such an entertainment as that—God heip 
art. And yet the audience laughs and seems 
to appreciate the stale jokes and trashy non- 
sense served uptothem. But heavens: when 
the old school directress showed the big frills 
| of her pantalettes what a roar of laughter and 

shouts of applause. That tells the tale. And 
yet the popular rage is for that kind of stuff, 
and it will probably last our generation.’’ 
CHARACTER OF THE AUDIENCES CHANGED. 

‘Last week when my company was playing 
‘Oxygen’ the ladies in the piece had to Kiss, 
and thecads who sit in the front row of the 
parquette actually took itup and repeated it. 
Such a thing could not have occurred tliree 
years ago. The audiences have changed. They 
would then have been turned out. 

‘*The public are catered to by combina- 
tions, and one follows another helter-skelter. 
Now, ‘Pinafore’ preceded me, and Gus 
Williams before that. Now Gus Williams 
is a thoroughly coarse man, and is 
utterly unable to appeal to intellect or refine- 
ment. Such exhibitions tend to vitiate the 
dramatic taste. Thenagain, when a play 
with possibilities is presented, 
how _is it cast? Take ‘Tne 
| Galley Slave,’ for instance. That is a 
drama, if the first and part of the second acts 
were changed, that is full of dramatic inci- 
dents. Thetwo leading characters in the 
hands of Mrs. Bowers and Miss Thompson 
would be a dramatic treat. But Miss Granger 
can never bea great ac.ress, and Signora 
Majeroni is too Weak. The very 
idea, too, of Messrs. Evans and Sullivan pass- 
ing off as leading men shows what the public 
willendure. Mrs. Bowers and Miss Thomp- 
son ought to have secured a play like that for 
this seasonand they would have had an im- 
mense success.’’ 

THE LEGITIMATE. 
* ‘What about the legitimate?’’ 

‘*Well, that of course willalways draw when 
well presented. John McCullough has recog- 
nized thatfact and has surrounded himseif 
with good actors. Neilson and Anderson of 
course drew. Mary Andersonis the coming 
actress, but she makes a great mistake. She 
is too old nowto take lessons, and should, 
therefore, surround herself by the best sup- 
port she can get, and she will thus perfect 
herself by experience. All her improvement 
must now come from experience. Sne wants a 
good manager.’’ 

‘*So you think that fora decade or so we 
have entered upon a period of dramatic de- 
generacy ?’? 

“Ido. There is no dramatic art now. That 
is all bosh. I tell you Ihave had enough of 
it, and Iain going to quit. Yes, sir; I shall 
quit.’ 

Mr. Colvilie leaves to-day in advance of his 
company for New Orleans, where he enters on 
a two Weeks’ engagement next Monday. 

A SKETCH OF COLVILLE’S CAREER. 

By birth Mr. Colville is an Irishman. He 
was born on Christmas day, 1825, and came to 
the United States at the age of fourteen, since 
which time he has been the architect of his 
own fortune. He went to California in 1849, 
during the gold excitement, and sojourned 
there a short time, and, like many others, was 
unaple to realize the early state of things in 
the rush westward. Ne worked o year in 
the mines, wintering in 1849 and 1850 on 
Amador Creek. Thence he went to Sacra- 
mento, where he stayed four or five years, en- 
gaged in various pursuits, but chiefly in the 
publication of directories for as always 
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Sacramento and Stockton. He was always 
interested in theatrical matters. In 1855 or 
1856 he published what was known as ‘Col- 
ville’s San Francisco Gazetteer,’ a work of 
some 70 pages. The population of the city 
atthattime was only from 50,000 to 69,000 
souls. Inthe latter part of 1856 Miss Mary 
Prevost arrived gt San‘ Francisco, and 
through Mr. Coiville’s instrumentali- 
ty was engaged at the American Thea- 
ter, then managed by Cooper, Chap- 
man, H{amilton, Ryer, Burrell, Hand and 
‘Others. Hersuccess was great, and made 
quite a sensation umjer remarkable circum- 
stances, for her appearance followed close on 
the heels of the vigilance committee excite- 
ment. Mr. Colville gave up all other pur- 
suits and became assc ‘ated with Miss Prevost 
as her manager, conducting het business ex- 
elusively until 1857, when he took her to Aus- 
tralia. Hespent three yearsthere, during 
two of which he controlled all the theaters in } 
Sydney. In 1861 he went over to England and 
spent six months in London, Miss Prevost 
playing an engagement at the Princess Thea- 
ter. Returning to the United States in 
1862. he has§pursued his profession as a 
manager ever since, and he is to-day 
— the few successful managers in the 
world.

I want 
the courts to construe it. and if they 
declare itlegal, allright. I don’t intend re- 
sisting the law, Ionly want to ascertain what 
itis. Underthe act as it at present stands, 
the printer and almost every one is responsi- 
ble, whereas I think the man whose name fs 
signed to the ‘ad.’ is the responsible party. 
Not that I think the lottery is meritorious. 
ButI don’t thinkit Worse than a hundred 
things which are allowed. I[t is hard 
to know where to draw the line. You can’t 
regulate the morals of a community by acts 
of the Legislature. 

Mr. Cundiff did not reply te the interroga- 
tory as to whether if the case was decided ad- 
verse to him he would carry the matter to the 
Supreme Court.

‘*T would like,’’ said a POST-DISPATCH re- 
porterto Mr.“Fred M. Crunden, the librari- 
an of the Public School Library, ‘‘to get at 
the bottom of your trouble with the School 
Board and the actuary.” 

“To do that you would have to go 
*back to the time before I became librarian. 
Owing to the lack of confidence felt in the 
former librarian by the board, the office of 
uctuary was established, and the duties of 


cashier and book-kKeeper given to the new 
man. There is nothing at all complicat- 
ed in the book-keeping of the 
library, and hence the actuary’s cime was not 
fully employed, and his duties were increased 
so as to include work which should be proper- 
ly under the control of the librarian, that is, 
cataloguing. The actuary did the cataloguing 
when, where, and how he pleased, and I was 
responsible for his work. Of course this con- 
dition was an improner one, and every 
possible effort -was made to get it 
within my control, and it was finally decided 
that the cataloguingshould be done, as be- 
fore, by Mr. Soldan, the actuary, but under 
my control.’ 

‘*The matter was then settled?” 

‘Not exactly. .You see, I had the control of 
the cataloguing. I could say how it must be 


done, but not when it must 
be done. Mr. Soldan was not 
my subordinate. At last, after 


much discussion, it was decided to abolish the 
office of actuary altogether, and to put Mr. 
Soldan in as head assistant. The old library 
committee were a unit on this point, and there 
is no doubt thatthe old School Board would 
have passed the enactment. 
MR. SOLDAN 

himself assumed to accept the situatien he 
came in, and worked faithfully 
and honestly, and everything went 
on so smoothly that the matter was not 
pressed. At the same time Soldan assumed 
to fear that he was to lose his situation alto- 
gether, although I assured him again and 
again, as delicately as I could, that there was 
no cause for apprehension on his part.” 

“The abolishment of the office did not come 
up then?’’ 

“No. The repost was delayed until fall, 
and in the meantime there 
came a new election in the Board. Col.Rich- 
Mr. Murphy, Dr. Jen- 
nings. Prof, Woodward, Mr. Mockler and 
others went out,and the complexion of the 
body changed radically. Atleast two of the

‘By personally interviewing all of the mem- 
bers of the Board of whom he had any hopes, 
and by constant caucuses among -his friends. 
I have continually heard of caucuses 
being held at Dr. Spinzig’s 
house, at Bamberger’s and Schweickhardt’s 
saloons and at many other places. He has 
been working his partisans up as well as he 
could continually.’’ 

‘*When did you first become aware of the 
fight against you?’’ 

‘*There was an attempt made to have the
